Name, there will I be in the midſt of them? And alſo the Miniſters of 
Chriſt, when they were put out of the Temple and Synagogues, feared 
not to preach the Goſpel, of which they were made Minifters, though 
they were commanded of men to the contrary , yet they met 
together in Houſes, and other Places, as the Scriptures teſtiſie. 

And have you not Houſes that might ſerve for that purpoſe ? 
And if God ever ſet you on in his work , why do you not go on 
therein? not fearing vain man, who can but kill the body: and take 
your Company that have owned you and your Miniſtry, and 
have denyed the Common; Prayer long ago; and ſeparate your 
ſelves therefrom 3 and ſo beste a Teflimony by your practice 
publickly againſt it.
